We honour the angels and 
ſaints of God, as his ſetvants. We bonour bis prieſts, 
his churches, his altars, his word, and whatever elſe bas 
relation to him; but all for his ſake, and by an honour. 
that is referred to him, but not that honour which he 
has appropriated to himſelſ. Such alſo is the veneration | 
we have for the croſs, for relics, and for the pictures. 
of our Redeemer, and his ſaints :. we value them as me- 
morials of Chriſt, and bis holy ones; as repreſentations. 
of our Redeemer, or of our redemption: as helps to 
pious thoughts and affe ctions: but we condemn andana- 
thematize all ſuch as would pray to them, or believe 
any divinity or power inherent in them, or give them 
divine worſhip.

ꝛdly, We believe in one Lord Jeſus Chriſt the eter- 
nal Son of God ; who for us ſinners, and for our ſalva- 
tion, was made man; that he might be the Head, the 
High-Prieſt, the Advocate and Saviour of all Mankind. 
We acknowledge him our only Redeemer, who paid 
our ranſom by dying for us on the croſs; that his death 
is the fountain of all our good; and that mercy, grace 
and ſalvation can by no means be obtained but through 


him. We confeſs him to be the Mediator uf God and 
Man, the only Mediator of redemption, . aud the only 


- Mediatorof interceſlion too: who intercedes in ſuch 


manner as to ſtand in need of no others merits to re- 
commend his petitions. - But as for the ſaints of God, 
we addreſs ourſelves indeed to them to deſire their 
prayers, as we do alſo to God's ſervants here upon 
earth, but no otherwiſe than that they may pray for us, 
and with us, to our common Lord, who is our God and 
their God, through the merits of the ſame Jeſus Chriſt, 
who is our Mediator and their Mediator. See the Coun- 
cil of Trent, Sefſ.

3dly. We believe the ſcriptures of the old and new 
teſtame to be the word of God: we have the hlgheit 
venera ion of their divine authority, and had rather die 
than diſbelieve, or doubt of one iota or tittle of them; 
and if at any time, or in any place; the paſtors of our 
church have reſtrained the ignorant from reading them, 
it was not out of diſreſpect to theſe ſacred volumes, 
much leſs out of a ſacrilegious deſign, to keep the peo- 
ple by that means in ignorance and error; but purely be- 
caufe the unlearned, as the ſcriptures themſelves inform 
us, are apt to wreſt them to their own deſtruttion, 2 Pe- 
ter iii. 16. And if we alſo receive unwritten traditions, 
as part of the word of God, we mean no other tradition 
but ſuch as are divine, and which we know to be di- 
vine, by the ſame means by which we know the ſcriptures. 
4thly, We believe that in order to enter into lite we 
muſſ keep the commandments of God, and tha whoſo- 
ever dies in the guilt of a wilful breach of any one of 
theſe divine precepts, will be eternally loſt, . That no

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ower upon earth can give any man leave to break any 
mee, of God, or commit any ſin whatſoever, 
or to do evil that good may come of it, That neither 
the Pope, nor any man living, can diſpenſe with the law 
of God, or make it lawful. for any one to lye, to for- 


ſwear himſelf, or do any other thing that is forbidden

5thly, We believe that neither Prieſt, Biſhop, nor 
Pope, nor any power in heaven or earth, can forgive 
any man his ſins, without a hearty repentance, and a ſe- 
rious purpoſe of amendment. That the indulgences 
granted in our church are neither a leave to commit fin, 
nor yet a pardon for ſins to come, but only a releaſe of 
the temporal puniſhment due to our fins; and that no 
indulgences can avail any man towards this releaſe till 
by a hearty repentance, he has renounced the guilt of 
bis fins. ; 

6thly, Our faith teaches us to deteſt all maſſacres, 
treaſons and murders whatſoever, whether committed 
by Proteſtants againſt Catholics, or by Catholics againſt 
Proteſtants. We look upon theſe as the very greateſt of 
crimes that can be committed betwixt man and man; 
and ſuch as cannot be juſtified by any pretext of reli- 
gion. And ſo far are Catholics from thinking it no ſin 
to murder heretics, which is ſo falſely and unjuſtly im- 
puted to them, that in all kingdoms and flates, which 
profeſs the Catholic religion, any ſuch. murderer of he. 
retics mult certainly look for nothing elſe but death by 
the laws of the country, and damnation if he die 
penitent, by the faith and doctrine of his Church, 

7thly, As to the bleſſed Euchariſt, we believe it to 
be both a Sacrament and a Sacrifice. In this Sacra- 
ment and Sacrifice, we adore not the bread and wine, 
which would indeed be a moſt ſtupid idolatry, but Jeſus 
Chriſt the Son of God; whom, upon the 
grounds of the word of God, and the authorit 
church of God, we believe to be really preſe

8thly, In fine, we believe that no man can be juſti- 
fied, either by the works of the law of nature, or of the 
lawiof: Moſes, without faith in Jeſus Chriſt. That we 
cannot, by any precedent works, merit the grace of 
. Juſtificauen. That all the merit of our good works is 
the gift of God: and that every merit and ſatisfaftion 
of ours entirely depends on the merits and paſſion of 
Chriſt. See Council of Trent, S. 6. 4 
Theſe are our real principles, taught by our Church 
in her Councils, aud learnt: by ber children in their 
very catechiſms. Theſe true Catholic principles, we 
are ready not only to ſign with our hands, but if called 
to it, aud aſſiſted by divine grace, to ſeal alſo with our 
blood. We renounce, deteſt, and anathematize all con- 
trary doctrines imputed to us by the father of lies, or 
afy of his agents; who are, and always have been buſy 
to miſrepreſent and ſlander the Church of God. But 
what wonder? Chriſt our Lord was thus treated, fo 
were the primitive Chriſtians: and he himſelf foretold, 
his diſciples ſnould be treated in the ſame manner, Mat. 
ix. As to the private opinions, or practices of partieu- 
lars, if in any thing they have been contrary to theſe 
Catholic principles, the Church is no ways anſwerable 
ſor them. There was a Judas amongſt the Twelve, 

Let ſuch Criminal anſwer for themſelves: we deteſt 
their doings, and daily pray that ſuch ſcandels may be 
removed. But alas! as long as men are men, ſeandals 
there will be, till the Great Judge comes to rid his 
kingdom of them; and ſend them to their proper place.
